A bili to punish Mermons for polygamy, and 
free all but first wives from their unnatural 
bonds, and to provide for their support and their 
children’s out of the husband's property, has 
been submitted by the House Committee on 
Territories. Without conflicting in any way 
with the statutes already directed against 
polygamy, it provides the machinery by which 
the United States District Courts may recover 
the jurisdiction in these, and, in fact, all 
civil and criminal cases which has been 
usurped by the Probate Courts, and limits the 
evidence necessary for conviction of polygamy 
to simple proof that the man and women live 
together avowedly as husband and wives.

THE CONFIRMATION OF SIMMONS. 

The confirmation of Simmons as Collector of 
the Port of Boston, which was achieved yester- 
day by a vote of 27 against 17, has a broader 
significance than as a mere settlement of a local 
squabbie in the Republican party of Massachu- 
setis. The case had grown out of the garments 
with which the Administration thought to clothe 
it. It bad become of national importance as 
an incident in the process of: disintegra- 
tion which the Republican party is now under- 
going. The sppointment, all things considered, 
was one of peculiar atrocity, since it involved 
the removal of a competent and worthy man to 
make room for one of Gen. Butler's retainers. 
The effect of such a change will be felt by Mas- 
sachusetts alone, and more especially by the 
Boston ‘merchants; but the spirit which sug- 
gested it, and the success that has awaited 
it, are of national concern. Simmons’ 
confirmation shows where the real strength of 
the Republican party lies. It is with Grant 
and Butler, and the people they represent, and 
it is fighting reform with the stubbornness of 


the cool and calculating Boutwell, opposed the 
confirmation before the vote was taken. That 
Simmons was confirmed in spite of all this op- 
position, is pretty conclusive evidence that the 
Butler theory of politics is all that is left to the 
Republican party, and that it will prevail from 
now on as long as the party prevails. 

We expect the Republican newspapers which 
dread the result but dare not rebel 
to meter that Simmons secured his 
confirmation with the aid of Democratic votes. 
Such an answer will be a new confession. The 
ruling remnants of the Republican party find a 
ready co-operation in the inefficient relics of the 
Democratic party. This is the source whence 
they drew their strength in the last national 
contest. Such co-operation is not new. It was 
present in the Credit Mobilier frauds, in the 
ealary-grab, in the Fort Snelling swindle. 
Is will be found from now on wher 
ever there is a job, a steal, or «a 
national disgrace. It has confirmed Simmons, 
and thereby confirmed once again the hopeless 
decay of the party that elected Lincoln and 
achieved emaveipation. Traditions cannot out- 
live such desecrationsas these. The pure-mind- 
ed but wrong-headed members of the party who 
still cling to it are beginning to recall that Grant 
and Butler were original Democrats. This is 
not the true explanation of the trouble. Both 
the old parties have outlived their usefulness, 
and they have met on the common ground of 
intrigue and corruption, having no other field to 
work. It is possible that Mr. Simmons, as Col- 
lector of Boston, will help Gen. Butler forward 
to the Governorship of Massachusetts, which 
waa the purposd of his nomination, but he is 
more likely to help the Republican party on to 
ite ruin. We had in his appointment another

Rafferty has suffered the extreme penalty 
which the law attaches to the heinous crime he 
committed. His account with the world is set- 
ted. We have never been able to discovers 
suspicion of vindictiveness in the long and 
tedious prosecution which led to his death. Who 
could cherish hatred or work out revenge against 
so poor u piece of humanity? The man he 


that left no means untried to save his life. 
Never wasaman more patiently, persistently, 
or ably defended. His counsel fought every 
inch of the ground. He got his client three 
trials, He brought out every point of defense 
warranted by the facts and the law. He re- 
mained steadfast to the last, and builded up a 
sympathy and pressure which it must have been 
hard for the Governor to resist. And only at 
the final moment did he telegraph: ‘ Good- 
bye; I can do no more.” In Rafferty’s case, 
it was simply a desperate struggle between So- 
ciety and one human life. On the one hand was 
the sanctity of human life in general; on the 
other, the continued existence of a single atom 
in the composition of the world. Christopher 
Rafferty, standing alone, was not the sort of 
man to excite any strong personal animosity. 
He was too insignificant for that. There was a 
brutishneses in his nature which could not excite 
any stronger feeling than contempt, and 
was more apt to bring out pity. Low and 
vicious instincts were born in him, and 
they were fostered and developed by his rear- 
ing. He was surrounded with ignorance and 
the brutality to which it is kin. Religion to him 
was at best a blind faith which was easily over- 
come by drink and vicious associations. To 
this extent he was theoretically irresponsibie, 
perhaps, when he murdered Q’Meara,—as much 
60 as any murderer, not insane, could be,—if we 
take his version of the killing. But the 
welfare of society cannot afford to admit 
the theory of irresponsibility in the 
laws that govern it. Society, itis true, owes « 
duty to the class to which Rafferty belonged, 
which it does not adequately discharge; but 
the failure to discharge this duty must not over- 
ride the first law of seif-preservation: If 
Bociety neglects to throw about the ignorant 
and vicious all the deterrent iafluences of educa- 
tion which it might aad ought to exercise, it 
pays dearly for the omission in the violence and 
crime which it endures. But violence must be 
resisted and crime punished none the less, if we 
would hold Society together. : 
Tt is in this light we must regard the execu- 
tion of Rafferty. It was a vindication of the 
law. After the desperate struggle to save his 
life, his death must strike a certain terror into 
the hearta of men of his class, whieh, more 
than anything else, will restrain them from the 
indulgence of their passions and viciousnpess. 
No one can gloat over Rafferty’s death; 
no one, outside of his immediate friends, 
can very siticerely regres it. Thousands 
of men die every year in the course 
of nature, each one of whom is worth a 
thousand times more to the world than Rafferty. 
Shall such lives as these be jeopardized to save 
such as Rafferty’s? This was the issue, divested 
of all morbid sentiment. The work of eradicat- 
ing the viciouisness by removing the ignorance 
of the lowest classes in society is a slow one. 
Rafferty’s criine is a reminder that we must go at 
it with renewed vigor, but Rafferty’s execution 
is also a warning to these classes that, while we 
are at it, society shall be protected against their 
asiaults, If the two lessons make the un- 
pression they ought to make, the two deaths of 
O’Meara and Rafferty will not have been alto- 
gether without compensation.

very essence of the grievance of the people and 
the substance of their origiual complaints against 
monopoly. The firm of Scudder, Bartlett & Co. 
is one of the leading grain houses of Boston, 
and exported over half s million bushels of 
grain in 1872. Their business for 1873 promised 
to be still larger, but in the fall of 1872 it re- 
ceived a sudden check. The Boston & Albany 
Company refused to transport their consign- 
ments from the West, and notified all their 
Western connections to refuse to receive any 
property consigned to the firm unless the 
freight through from the point of shipment to 
Boston was prepaid. The excuse made for this 
discrimination by the Railroad Company is, that 
the firm owe them five or six thousand 
dollars for freight. These arrears, however, 
grow out of the fact that the firm had put in 
claims for shortages of grain in transit from the 
West, amounting to from two to sixty byshels 
per car-load, The Railroad Company, they al- 
lege, refused to examine the claim at all, where- 
upon the firm declined to pay its freight bills 
until the claims for shortages were allowed. 
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sell his ‘receipts. It is this sort of refusal to 
recognize the rights of the people, and to give 
them 2 fair hearing on any matter in dispute, 
whith has st last roused them to put an end to 
such oppressions. They have borne their 
burdens with patience hitherto. They have 
yielded one right after another, until at last it 
became a question of life or death with them, 
The refusal to even listen to a complaint was the 
straw which broke the camel's back, and now 
the people demand that their complaints shall 
be heard by their own agents. Through their 
Granges, in the courte and Legislatures, and by 
their Boards of Commissioners, they are making 
their protest against the tyranny of these corpo- 
rations. Whatever may be the issue of their 
complaints, they are bound to be heard, and 


they are bound to have an answer satisfactory | 


to a reasonable man. In this respect, the 
suit brought by Messrs. Scudder, Bartlett 
& Co. against the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company has more thaa a local significance. A 
principle of universal interest hangs upon the 
decision, namely, whether a great and powerful 
railroad corporation has the right to ignore a 
merchant's lawful claims against it, and then 
crush out his business because he refuses to be 
swindled. Tiere are some corporations which 
have souls, or, at all events, will listen to com- 
plaints of injustice, but unfortunately there 
are too many like the Boston & Albany Com- 
pany which refuse to examine claims or listen 
to complaints. Against these the people are 
fighting, and they will keep on fighting until 
they can be heard, and very likely before the end 
is reached the innocent will suffer with the 
guilty. 

A QUACK EDITOR AND A QUACK DOCTOR. 

Probably the most shining whited sepulchre 
in this community, and the one fullest of dead 
men's bones, is the Northwestern Christian Ad- 
vocale. From a recent number of that sheet we 
clipped out an article for future reference de- 
voted to Taz Curcaco Tame, which reads in 
this way:

The only thing that appears upon the face of 
this advertisement is that the young gentleman 
would like to form the acquaintance of the young 
lady. That he was a “lecherous pupp) and a 
“geducer” is the coinage either of an impure 
imagination or of a deliberate falsifier. Never- 
theless, we should have excluded the advertise- 
ment on the ground that there might be a doubt 
concerning it, if it bad not escaped our notice in 
the mass of over 2,000 separate advertisements 
handed into our countipg-room the same day. 

Happening by accident to turn over the 
aforesaid clipping from the Worthwesiern Chris- 
tian Advocale, we read upon the back of the 
game slip, in the ordinary reading type of the 
paper, the following:

RAMPANT REFORM. 

The Cincinnati Gazette publishes the details of 
the stopping in Sabina, Ohio, of a beer-wagoo 
by the temperance reformers, allusions to which 
have hitherto been made in the dispatches. It 
appears that on last Tuesday a brewery firm at 
Morrow received an order for twenty-six kegs of 
beer from two saloon-keepers at Washington 
Court-House. Fearing to send the beer by rail, 
as the trains are closely watched, the firm dis- 
patched the beer by wagon, covered with hay and 
straw, At 8 o'clock on Tuesday evening, when 
near Sabina, the driver was met by a number of 
women and fifteen or twenty men, armed with 
stones, who ordered him to stop, and threatened 
him with death if he proceeded any further. 
The terrified driver did as he was ordered, and 
the mob then tried to set fire to the load, but the 
straw, being wet, wouldn't burn. They then or- 
dered him to drive tothe Sabina railroad sta- 
tion, where the beer was turned over 
to the station-agent, after the reve- 
nue stamps had been torn from the kegs. 
The owners arrived at the station ‘the next day, 
and directed the agent to keep the goods in his 
poesession until further notification. This, 
however, he refused to do, and the beer was sent 
back to Morrow. The brewers then called upon 
their lawyers for consultation, but the women 
getting wind of it surrounded the brewery, and 
by their boisterous singing and praying broke up 
the consultation. 

The thoughtless men and women who were 
engaged in this attack upon private righte—for 
it is nothing moro or leas than an attack—are apt 
to bring contempt upon the cause in which they 
are engaged. Excellent as their motives may be, 
when they step beyond the limits af lew, and 
when the present excitement dies away suffi- 
ciently for law to be enforced again, 
the aggrieved parties will not only 
demand but obtain damages. Incendi- 
arism and threats of murder are poor 
arguments in favor of temperance. The aggra- 
vated character of many of the acts of the Ohio 
reformers has already provoked saloon-keepers 
into threats of violent retaliation, and there is 
danger that such operations as that at Sabine 
may result in a resistance as violent as the acts 
of the reformers. There is no law against per- 
sonal appeal to a saloon-keeper or against pray- 
ing and singing for him at a proper time and in 
& proper place ; but when it comes to the wan- 
tom destruction of property and acts of open 
violence, then these reformers are inaugurating 
a course of conduct which will not only work 
harm to the very cause in, which they are en- 
gaged, but may provoke retaliation in kind. 
Within the limits of the law, all things are pos- 
sible; outside those limits, reform becomes 
persecution.
